High Committee in ‘Next 
Thing to Ultimatum’

JERUSALEM, May 2 (AP)—An 
Arab Higher Committee official 
said today the committee had de- 
livered to Britain a letter the 
“next thing to a ultimatum,” re- 
jecting the British-American 
Palestine recommendations and 
declaring Arabs will now “prepare 
all means for defense in order to 
resume the national struggle.” 

Ahamed Shukairy, director of 
the Arab office, told reporters the 
letter meant that an Arab upris- 
ing, similar to those of 1936-1939, 
was threatened. 

Shukairy read to reporters the 
letter which the committee had 
dispatched through the British 
high commissioner in Palestine 
to the British Cabinet.

His Recommefidation to Come as St. Louis- 
ans Seek $10,000 Post as Head 
of U.S. Corporation.

WASHINGTON, May 2—Sale or 
lease of the Inland Waterways 
Corporation, which operates the 
Federal Barge Lines on the Mis- 
sissippi and Warrior rivers, will 
be recommended by Secretary of 
Commerce Henry Wallace, the 
Post-Dispatch learned today. 

This will be bad news to a doz- 
en or so St. Louls Democrats who, 
since the death of Joseph A. Len- 
non, March 24, have been seeking 
the $10,000 a year post he held 
as president of the corporation 
which has headquarters in St. 
Louis, 

One of the applicants, Mrs, 
Catherine Sullivan, who has been 
for some years assistant to the 
president and acting president 
since Lennon's death, called today 
on President Truman. Leaving 
his office, she would say only that 
they had discussed the barge lines. 

Wallace’s recommendation for 
sale or lease of the barge lines to 
private operators probably will be 
submitted to the House Appropria- 
tions Committee Monday when 
that group begins consideration of 
the budget of the Inland Water- 
ways Corporation. 

His decision follows a study of 
the barge line operation made by 
a committee from the Commerce 
Department, with the assistance 
of the Trendle Engineering Co. of 


Cleveland, O. It is in accord also 
with the law which established the 
Federal Barge Lines. 

The law provides that, after 
barge operation had been demon- 
strated as feasible, the Secretary 
of Commerce, as the incorporator 
of Inland Waterways, should con- 
sider proposals for sale or lease 
of the barge lines to private busi- 
ness, 

A condition of any such sale 
or lease is that the prospective 
private operator must provide 
adequate guarantees that he will 
maintain service similar to that 
provided by the government cor- 
poration. : 


Wallace is said to have been con- 
vinced, as a result of the survey 
made at his direction, that govern- 
ment operation of the barge lines 
has served its purpose and that 
the Government should now dis- 
pose of the business to private in- 
terests. 

Probably entering into consid- 
eration when this decision was 
reachéd were two other factors. 
One was that the surveyors re- 
ported that managemen’ of the 
barge lines, under government 
ownership, had not been as effici- 
ent as might be desired. Another 
was that labor disputes have been 
frequent and that the government 
corporation was not able to adjust 
them as efficiently as a private 
operator might. The barge lines 
employ about 3500 persons. 


presented the letter in a formal 
two-minute meeting with the high 
commissioner's secretary,” he said.

Shukairy said the “national 
atruggie” mentiohed in the letter 
referred to the 1936-1939 uprisings 
which ended when the British 
white paper of 1939 limited Jewish 
immigration to Palestine. 

The British-American report in 
effect would terminate the white 
paper in favor of the immigration 
of at least 100,000 Jews.

The Arab committee took other 
steps to combat what it called a 
“catastrophe” to Arab nations, in- 
cluding the naming of an emer- 
gency committee to study plans 
for a possible civil disobedience 


strike. 

Jamal Effendi Husseini, trustee 
of the Higher Committee, which 
has already called a genera! strike 
in Palestine for tomorrow, urged 
all Arab countries to join in the 
strike. | 

Husseini announced after a six- 
hour session that an emergency 
committee would outline methods 
to “mobilize Palestine’s youth to 
the nation’s defense.” A series of 
mass meetings, to be addressed 

members of the committee, will 
be held in towns and villages be- 
ginning May 10, he said. 

Envoys from the higher com- 
mittee are planning to leave next 
weekend for all Arab capitals to 
enlist support for Palestine Arab 
resistance to the British-American 
report. 

Action by Other Groups. 

In Cairo, a resolution adopted 
jointly by the Moslem Brother- 
hood, the Young Men's Moslem 
Association and the Arab Union 
declared that “the whole Arab and 
Moslem world will rise in revolt” 
if the recommendations of the 
British - American report are 
adopted. |

Emergency Committee 
Sends Letters to Mayors 
Calling for Drives by 
Civic Agencies. 


“WASHINGTON, May 2 (AP) — 
President Truman’s Famine Emer- 
gency Committee appealed today 
for energetic community cam- 


paigns to conserve food for fa- 
mine relief. 


The nation’s mayors were called 
on individually to start these 
drives by setting up local famine 
emergency committees that would 
enlist the united efforts of com- 
munity leaders. 

Other developments in the food 
picture: 

1, Increased black market traf- 
fic in butter was indicated by an 
Agriculture Department report, 
which said stocks available at 
regular outlets seemed to de- 
cline last month despite moder- 
ate gains in the amount of but- 
ter produced.

SCHACHT ASSERTS 
HTLER GOT MORE 
AT MUNICH. THAN 
HE HAD EXPECTED 


Only Autonomy for Su- 
deten Germans Sought, 
He Testifies — Deal 
Called Blow to Anti- 


Nazis in Reich.

NUERNBERG, May 2 (AP)— 
Hjalmar Schacht told the inter- 
national military tribunal today 
that Britain and France at the 
Munich conference in 1938 
“handed Hitler on a silver platter” 
more concessions than he ever ex- 
pected to get and thereby dealt a 
blow to anti-Nazis in Germany. 

Schacht, og the witness stand 
in his own defense for the third 
day, said “at Munich Hitler tried 
only to get autonomy for Germans 
in Czechoslovakia. But the Allies 
handed him the Sudeten terri- 
tories, more than he ever expected 
to get, on a silver platter.” 

“This success strengthened Hit- 
ler’s popularity and weakened the 
chances of removing him,” he 
added. 

Says He Opposed Conquests. 

The former German economics 
minister contended that he had 
no prior knowledge of Hitler’s 
plans to invade Czechoslovakia, 
Norway, Denmark, Poland or the 
Soviet Union. 

He said an emissary from Gen. 
Franz Halder, chief of the Ger- 
man general staff, told him short- 
ly in advance of the plans to at- 
tack Belgium. He related he pro- 
tested in vain. 

Schacht asserted that he refused 
repeatedly to co-operate in any of 
these Nazi conquests, 

Schacht, former Reichsbank 
president and minister of eco- 
nomics, is on trial with other, 
ranking Germans on war crimes 
charges. 

He declared that after he was 
removed as president of the 
Reichsbank in 1939, he devoted his 
efforts to preventing war. After 
his dismissal as a minister with- 
out portfolio in January of 1943, 
“my only political activity was 
devoted to efforts to remove Hit- 
ler,” he testified. 

Tells of Anti-Hitler Plots. 

He told of plotting with gen- 
erals who opposed Hitler and of 
frequent contacts with “prominent 
Americans, Englishmen, French- 
mtn and neutrals” aimed at seek- 
ing peace. Much of this ground 
had been covered by a previous 
witness, Dr. Hans Gisevius, who 
had identified Schacht as a par- 
ticipant in various plots. 

Schacht sought to testify about 
talks with an unnamed American 
economist in Switzerland in 1941. 
He abandoned the effort after Jus- 
tice Robert H. Jackson, chief 
United States prosecutor, insisted 
that he identify the economist “so 
we can do some checking, be- 
cause this looks suspicious.” 

Angrily, Schacht declared that 
foreign nations must share re- 
sponsibility with the Germans for 
the rise of Hitler because he said 
they failed to aid democratic ele- 
ments in Germany and later gave 
“recognition and honors” to the 
Nazi government.

Bankers Told to Use Lie Detectors 
On Employes, and Pay Living Wage 


Members of the Illinois Bankers 
Association were urged yesterday 
to make their establishments as 
holdup-proof and burglar-proof as 
possible. 

The association’s committee on 
crime prevention and insurance, 
in a report at the organization's 
convention at Hotel Jefferson, 
warned that banks are faced with 
imminent attack by “an already 
forming army of bandits and po- 
tential bank robbers.” 

“With 3500 criminals from IIli- 
nois penal institutions, plus any 
number of unapprehended crimi- 
nals having gone directly into the 


armed forces, many of whom are 


now returning to the ranks of 
society, we can look for action 
now,” the committee declare. 


The bankers also were told by 
the committee that the “inside 
crime,” while less spectacular, 
causes by far the greatest dollar 
loss to banks, and it was recom- 
mended that a lie-detector be used 
regularly among their employes. 
It added, however, thé recommen- 
dation: “Pay your help a living 
wage—this may remove some of 
the temptation.’

PENDING TREATIES 


Interim Plan to ‘Remove 
Obstacles to Restora- 
tion’ of Axis Satellites 


Offered at Big Four 
Paris Parley. 


PARIS, May 2 (UP)—Secretary 
of State James F. Byrnes tonight 
proposed to the Big Four foreign 
ministers that the Italian armis- 
tice terms and those of the Axis 
satellites be revised to “remove 


pall obstacles to the restoration of 
those countries.” 

Revision of the armistice terms 
would be an interim measure de- 
signed to speed the recovery of 
the countries while the terms of 
the final peace treaties are being 
determined. 

Byrnes said that “with the best 
luck in the world” it would be at 
least six months before any peace 
treaties could become effective. 
He said the only reason for a 
delay in revision of the armistices 
would be the prospect of a quick 
completion of the treaties “which 
obviously is out of the question.” 

Earlier this week, Russia ad- 
vised Italy that it favored revision 
of the Italian armistice  pro- 
visions. 

Informal Sessions Adopted. 

Byrnes’s proposal was submitted 
to the informal Big Four meeting 
held in his suite at Luxembourg 
Palace. The informal session is 
the first of a series undertaken in 
order to speed up action by the 
deadlocked ministers. 

The ministers decided to hold 
informal meetings, with each lim- 
ited to two advisers and an in- 
terpreter, after they had failed to 
agree on a proposal to place a 
clause in the Italian peace treaty 
compelling Italy to hand over war 
criminals to the Allies, 

Members of the Council frankly 
admitted they were bogged down 
in disagreement, and Byrnes was 
said to have told his colleagues 
that “we are getting no place.” 
He said that the United States 
was willing to try any sort of pro- 
cedure to break the deadlock, 

Proposal by Bidault, 

The suggestion that a more in- 
formal procedure be adopted was 
made by Foreign Minister Georges 
Bidault of France, and won imme- 
diate approval. The decision cit 
the number attending the sessions 
from about 100 to 16. 

Before the council met, Bidault 
attended a French Cabinet meet- 
ing and met privately with For- 
eign Minister V. M,. Molotov of 
Russia. Bidault told the Cabinet 
he had adopted a policy of seek- 
ing to mediate between Russia 
and the western powers and he 
was given a full vote of confi- 
dence for his endeavor.

Continued on Page 4, Column 2, 


U.S. DROPS INTO RED AFTER 
OPERATING 3 MONTHS IN BLACK 


$1,500,000,000 Added to Deficit, 
Making It 20 Billions for Fiscal 
Year Starting in ’45. 


WASHINGTON, May 2 (UP)— 
After three months of operating 
in the black, the Federal Govern- 
ment went back in the red in 
April for about $1,500,000,000, the 
Treasury announced today. 

This increased the deficit so far 
for the fiscal year which began 
last July 1 to 20 billion dollars. 
This compared with 44 billion: dol- 
lars in the corresponding period 
of the previous fiscal year when 
the United States was still at 
war. 

Income in the 10 months totaled 
about 36 billion dollars, only $1,- 
633,000,000 below the receipts for 
the corresponding period last 
year. Spending -in the _ period 
totaled 56 billion dollars as com- 
pared with 81 billion dollars last 
year, 


IRAN SAYS LAST RUSSIANS 
MAY BE OUT BY TOMORROW 


Evacuation of Azerbaijan Almost 
Completed, Spokesman 
Announces. 
TEHRAN, May 2 (UP)—Prince 
Mozaffar  Firouz, government 
spokesman, announced today that 
the Red Army has almost com- 
pleted the evacution of Azerbaijan 
and that the last Soviet troops 
may leave tomorrow. He said his 
information came from “our own 

private sources.” 

He said talks between Tehran 
and Azerbaijan representatives 
were “continuing” near Javadieh.

TWO RAIL UNIONS 
BOLT CONFERENGE 
‘WITH COMPANIES 


Leader Says Lines Of- 
fered Nothing Sub- 
stantial at Meeting 


Held to Avert Strike. 


CHICAGO, May 2 (AP)—Repre- 
sentatives of the Brotherhoods of 
Railroad Trainmen and Locomo- 
tive Engineers today walked out 
of negotiation conferences with 
the carriers aimed. at heading off 
a nationwide strike. 

A. F. Whitney, president of the 
trainmen, said the unions bolted 
the conferences, which began Mon- 
day in an ‘effort to avert a strike 
set for 4 p.m. May 18, because the 
operators “offered us nothing .sub- 
stantial.” 

“We walked out after 15 minutes 
of conference,’ Whitney said. “We 
are going back to the hotel and 
discuss the matter with the wage 
committee and we will not meet 
them again unless they have some- 
thing substantial to offer.” 

Whitney said the railroads of- 
fered the unions “nothing but 
what the President’s fact-finding 

anel recommended,” and ‘stated 
“we've already turned that down.” 

Later, the railroads’ wage com- 
mittees issued a joint statement 
saying the unions “refused to ac 
cept the recommendations of the 
President’s emergency board or 
the offer of the carriers’ repre- 
sentatives, declined to negotiate 
further with respect to the mat- 
ters in issue, and walked out of 
the conference.” 

“Today the carriers offered to 
accept the wage recommendation 
of the President’s emergency 
board for an increase of 16 cents 
per hour,” the statement said, “or 
$1.28 per basic day, effective Jan, 
1, 1946, and offered to aecept and 
negotiate all of the recommenda- 
tions of the emergency board with 
respect to rules changes.” 

The panel recommended a 16- 
cent hourly wage increase for the 
workers and made some recom- 

endations on various changes 
in working rules proposed by each 
side. The unions have asked for 
a $2.50 daily wage increase, plus 
more than 40 rules changes, The

WASHINGTON, May 2 (AP)— 
The United States today shied 
away from the prospect of direct 
intervention in Palestine, appar- 


ently counting on the United Na- 
tions to assume future responsi- 
bility for the troublesome Holy 
Land problem. 
Although congressional opinion 
overwhelmingly favored the pro- 
posed migration of 100,000 Jews 
there, it was plain the lawmakers 
were against this country joining 
Britain in the job of maintaining 
peace between Arab and Jew. 
With Britain unwilling to con- 
tinue alone after the immigration 
recommendations of the British- 
American Palestine committee, 
the U. N. appeared to be the only 
agency capable of stepping into 
the picture effectively. 

Basis of U. 8. Stand. 
The thumbs-down-intervention 
attitude of Congressmen stemmed 
from these factors: 

1. An apparent determination 
to hold foreign commitments of 
American troops to minimum 
security levels. 

2. Belief that the problem of 
suppressing violence in other 
lands should be handled now on 
an international, rather than a 
one or two-nation basis. | 

3. Reluctance to quarter 
troops in the Near East, a po- 
tential trouble spot, for fear the 
action might be misinterpreted 


—especially in view of this 

country’s recent insistence on 

withdrawal of Russian forces 
from nearby Iran. 

4. Heavy demands on avail- 
able United States forces for oc- 
cupation forces elsewhere. 

Statement by Attlee. 

That reaction crystallized quick- 
ly after Prime Minister Clement 
Attlee’s declaration before the 
House of Commons yesterday that 
his government, unwilling to “im- 
plement a policy that would in- 
volve it singlehanded,” wanted to 
find out what the United States 
might contribute in the way of 
men and money. 

Attlee’s statement was touched 
off by the Palestine committee’s 
recommendations. These, in addi- 
tion to calling for immediate im- 
migration of 100,000 European 
Jews, outlined a long-gange policy 
which would place the Holy Land 
under a U.N. trusteeship of unde- 


termined duration. 

The committee said it assumed 
that the British Government “in 
the near future” would prepare a 
draft trusteeship agreement for 
eventual submission to the U.N., 
including terms for its adminis- 
tration. 


U.N. Suggested for Task. 


Both Senator Ball (Rep.), Min- 
nesota, and Senator LaFollette 
(Prog.), Wisconsin, commented 
after Attlee’s speech that Britain 
should turn to the U.N. if in need 
of help in Palestine. Senator 
Maybank (Dem.), South Carolina, 
expressed doubt this country 
would send troops there. 

In New York the spokesman for 
a u.ember of the United Nations 
Security Council said there was 
“a very good possibility” that the 
Palestine quection Would be 
brought before the council. 

The spokesman, who declined to 
be identified, said there “might be 
something definite within the 
next 48 hours.” 

He indichted it might come 
either from one of the Arab states 
in the United Nations or from 
some member of the Security 
Council acting at the request of 
Jewish groups. 

“The present situation in Pales- 
tine is certainly a threat to peace 
in the Middle East,” he declared. 
“There can be no doubt of that. 
Therefore, the Palestine question 
definitely comes under the juris- 
diction of the Security Council.”

An active attempt is being 
made to force a new referendum 
vote by the membership of the St. 
Louis Chamber of Commerce on 
the question of the proposed Mis- 
souri Valley Authority. The cham- 
ber is now On record as favoring 
MVA. A _ ready-made form of 
petition for the new vote has 
been sent at random to business 
men here by John B. Quinn, pro- 
fessional promoter from Lincoln, 
Nebr., who is the front man for 
anti-MVA forces in the river 

in. 

If his latest endeavor should 
reach enough business men who 
are members of the chamber, and 
who agree with him by signing 
the petition, it is likely that the 
vote may be taken. It would re- 
quire signatures of 330 chamber 
members, plus an enabling action 
by the chamber’s board of direc- 
tors, to bring about the new refer- 
endum. In a membership poll in 
April, 1945, the chamber voted 
776 to 700 in favor of MVA. 

Up to this morning the chamber 
had received 279 copies of the 
Quinn petition. Each had only 
one signature, although space was 
provided for six names on each. 
No check has been made yet 
against the official roster, but 
chamber officials are inclined to 
believe that some of the petitions 
came from non-members. 

Quinn Comes to Town. 

Quinn, who came to the city 
yesterday to promote his move- 
ment, although he refrained from 
calling on the chamber’s officers 
at first, told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that he used the classified 
business list from the telephone 
directory for his mailing list for 
the petitions, choosing concerns 
which he assumed would be cham- 
ber members. He asserted that 
he got the idea for the petitions 
as a result of facts stated in a 
Post-Dispatch article of April 21, 
which told about his postal cards 
to St. Louis business in support 
of the. existing Pick-Sloan plan 
for Missouri river work. 

At the time he had told about 
the postal cards he ‘had asserted 
they wére sent to about 4000 out of 
6000 members on the Chamber of 
Commerce roster. The April 21 
article pointed out that the cham- 
ber has only 3300 members and 
that its roster is private. Yester- 
day Quinn explained about how 
he had used the telephone book 
for a roster and said he had been 
mistaken previously, that he had 
only mailed 3000 of the cards, The’ 
petitions, he said, went to the 
same list of recipients as the post- 
als. 

The petitions, in the form of a 
printed resolution addressed to 
Frank M. Mayfield, chamber board 
chairman, set forth a variety of 
familiar arguments in favor of 
the Pick-Sloan plan and against 
MVA. They say the chamber is 
in a static position because re- 
sults of the original referendum 
were not conclusive. Mayfield 
said, in the April 21 article, that 
Quinn was “a pretty highly pro- 
motional fellow.” Quinn charged, 
in the petition to Mayfield, that 
the Post-Dispatch and others car- 
ried on “highly promotional ac- 
tivities” to win the first poll for 
MVA. 

Pick-Sloan Vs. MVA. 

Choice in the proposed new ref- 
erendum would be between MVA 
and Pick-Sloan. Quinn thought 
of everything; he provided stamp- 
ed envelopes, with Mayfield’s 
printed address, for submission of 
the petitions, and the envelopes 
were surcharged in red ink with 
the assertion that they contained 
“an official resolution” and were 
to *be recorded May 15 at, 1 p.m. 
All this was news to the chamber, 
which was not consulted and set 
no time limit. 

However, Mayfield, who is pres- 
ident of Scruggs - Vandervoort - 
Barney, Inc., told the reporter 
that, if it should develop that 10 
per cent of the bona fide mem- 
bers had signed and submitted 
petitions, a referendum probably 
would be held. The question .would. 
have to be taken up by the board, 
which has no meeting date set 
now, he added. Under strict con- 
struction of the language of the 
chamber by-laws, the question of 
holding a referendum might be 
left to the .board’s discretion even 
in the face of petitions. 

Asked why he was so anxious 
to upset the chamber’s pro-MVA 
stand, Quinn, who is executive 
secretary of the Missouri Valley 
Development Association, called 
attention to the influence of the 
chamber as the voice of organized 
business in the largest city of the 
Missouri basin. He said support- 
ers of the proposed Columbia Val- 
ley Authority were making capi- 
taj. of the chamber’s MVA vote.

Savings in Coal. 

Commission Chairman John D.

Cause of PMWA Strike. 

Failure to approach an agree- 
ment on basic wage proposals was 
the stumbling block in negotia- 
tions that caused the walk-out of 
the independent Progressive Min- 
ers of America, resulting in a com- 
plete shut-down of the Illinois coal 
fields, the Post-Dispatch learned 
today. 

John Marchiando, president of 
the union, told the Post-Dispatch 
that the union had proposed to 
the Coal Producers Association of 
Illinois an increase which would 
approximate 21 cents an hour but 
that the best counter-proposal 
made by the operators was 16% 
cents. The union, he said, was 
ready to return to work at once if 
granted the 2l-cent increase and 
negotiate its proposals for a health 
and accident insurance policy, to 
be taken out by the operators, and 
a retirement fund. 

“With the auto workers getting 
around 18% cents an hour,” Mar- 
chiando said, “the oil workers 21 
cents and the longshoremen 25 
cents we could hardly be expected 
to be satisfied with 16% cents al- 
though we fully realize wage pat- 
terns must be adjusted to the dif- 
ferent naturés of individual] in- 
dustries.” 

Marchiando, whose union holds 
contracts with most of the mines 
in Sct. Clai. and Madison counties, 
expressed his willingness to be re- 
ceptive to any proposals the op- 
erators might have to make which 
would warrant a resumption of 
negotiations. He ordered his men 
from the pits at one minutc past 
midnight yesterday deeming that 
negotiations had reached a stale- 
mate,

Trainers of the 
16 others insisted that wet or dry, 
their candidates would be in the 
starting gate Saturday. 

The “knock-down-the-favorite” 
clum moved in for its annual 
delirium today and decided that if 
Lord Boswell is going to lose, it 
might very well be something like 
Dark Jungle which would do it, 
simply because no one Knows 
much about him except he can 
run.

Farm Horses 


Killed in Fire 


CHICAGO, May 2 (AP)—Twen- 
ty-three young thoroughbreds of 
Mrs. Elizabeth Graham’s Maine 
Chance Farm, valued at $500,000, 
were killed in a fire which razed 
a barn at the Arlington Park race 
track in suburban Arlington 
Heights early today. 


At Louisville, Ky., where Mrs. 
Graham had six nominees for Sat- 
urday’s Kentucky Derby, a repre- 
sentative reported that all the 
horses destroyed were yearlings 
purchased at last year’s Keene- 
land, Ky., auction sale. 

Two stable ponies also died in 
the blaze which firemen tenta- 
tively attributed to spontaneous 
combustion, while Blue Fantasy, a 
two-year-old filly purchased for 
$46,000 as a yearling, was burned 
so badly she had to be destroyed. 

One of the dead horses was Gay 
Emperor, a colt for which Mrs. 
Graham paid $41,000. 

Agents for Mrs. Graham said at 
Louisville six other horses were 
safely led from the blaze, includ- 
ing Beau Gay, three-year-old filly 
purchased as a yearling for $22,000 
and named champion two-year-old 
of the nation last year; War Date, 
Jean Miracle, Harvey’s Pal, Nite 
Life and Esteemed One, 

Mrs. Graham’s top horses 


to compete in the 
Derby were Lord Boswell, a Derby 
favorite; Star Pilot, Knockdown, 
Perfect Braham, Colony Boy and 
War Pippin, 

Assistant Trainer Joe Luddy 
listed the dead horses as Sugar 
Lea, a three-year-old, and the fol- 
lowing two-year-olds:

B. F, Lindheimer, executive di- 
rector of Arlington Park, said 
that “the explosive nature” of the 
fire “nullified all pfotective appli- 
ances” at the track. 

He said in a statement that 
the track had planned complete 
fireproofing of the stable area, 
“but due to the restrictions and 
shortages of certain necessary ma- 
terials, we were unable to do so.” 

The track statement said the 
blaze was “a virtual flash fire” 
which burst from an unoccupied 
groom’s room.

Commission Would Not Re- 
nounce Its Use Now, Cites 
Russian Attitude. 


LONDON, May 2 (UP)—A spe- 
clal commission of the British 
Council of Churches recommended 
today that Britain not renounce 
use of the atomic bomb so long as 
a “clash of irreconciliable ways of 


life” exists between Russia and 
the western democracies. 


The commission report to the 
annual council conference said 
such a policy would mean unila- 
teral disarmament which would ig- 
nore the question of whether de- 
mocracies “are prepared to uphold 
—if necessary by force of arms— 
their convictions and ways of 
life.” ‘ 


The report was submittea to the 
council which represents all Chris- 
tian denominations except the 
Roman Catholic. 


“We must frankly recognize 
that in many respects, including 
its attitude in international rela- 
tions, Soviet Russia at present 
tends to repudiate democratic 
traditions of the west in favor of 
‘realism’ and national self-asser- 


tion which may have dangerous 
consequences for the international 
community,” the report said. 
“The greatest immediate ob- 
stacle to the realization of a world 


community Hes in the relations 
between the Anglo-Saxon world 
and Russia,” it added. 

The report coincided with a 
pram ornd 4 of Supply memorandum 
explaining the Government atomic 
energy bill which provides $120,- 
000,000 for initial expenses in 
atomic energy development. 

(The Associated Press reported 
that the Labor Government, in a 
bill introduced yesterday and pub- 
lished today, proposed to vest ab- 
solute control of atomic research, 
development and use in the Min- 
istry of Supply. Corporations 
would be subjected to unlimited 


fines for disclosing information 
about atomic projects or processes, 
or for doing unauthorized atomic 
research. Individuals would be 
subject to $2000 fines or five years 
in prison for similar offenses.)

Collier replied. 

“T am not saying this is the 
proper time,” said Ickes. “But I 
am serving notice that I have a 
statement .. .” 

“You will be given an oppor- 
tunity,” said Collier. “We are 
limiting discussion to one address 
per person.” 

“IT am not bound by the gag 
rule arbitrarily announced by the 
chairman, without consulting the 
stockholders,” Ickes retorted. “I 
can see why he would not want 
free and open debate on the af- 
fairs of the company.” 

“I felt it my public duty to see 

that Ralph K. Davies had a po- 
sition at least equal to the one he 
held when, at the request of the 
President and at my own insis- 
tence, he became Deputy Pe 
troleum Administrator. I could 
not have carried out my heavy 
duties. He performed one of the 
outstanding jobs of the war. 
. “He is the only man drafted 
from this industry who has not 
gone back to an equal or better 
position. I feel deeply the in- 
justice he has suffered at the 
hands of this company. 

“T also plan to make an unre- 
lated protest as a citizen that this 
great company should meekly sub- 
mit to absentee control.”

OPA LOOKS INTO. 
BOOSTS IN PRICES 
OF MEN'S SUITS 


Says Easing of Regula- 
tions Has Brought 
Many Increases, Few 
Cuts to Balance Them. 


WASHINGTON, May 2 (AP)— 
The Office of Price Administra- 
tion launched an investigation of 
rising prices in men’s suits today 


after removing a restriction which 
clothing producers asserted was 
blocking delivery to retail stores 
of from 75 to 80 per cent of suits 
being made. 

“We are astounded,” OPA said 
in a statement last. night, “by 
trade reports that the new pricing 
order is causing increases of from 
5 to 15 per cent in prices of men’s 
suits.” % 

This was a reference to a price 
adjustment OPA made in March. 
At that time OPA said there 
would be no general increase in 
men’s suit prices. The agency ex- 
pected higher prices for some 
manufacturers, but it said these 


would be offset by reductions for}: 


others. 

Thus far there have been few 
if any reductions, but plenty of in- 
creases, according to OPA’s in- 
dustry reports. 

It was on these increases that 
suit manufacturers based their 
demands for a modification of 
OPA’s controYersial maximum 
average price order. They said 
that as it stood the industry 
would have to curtail suit de 
liveries sharply. 

Without the new grace period, 
OPA said, manufacturers could 
have shipped no garments at or 
above their individual maximum 
average prices until they had 
worked off so-called surcharges, 
or until they had reduced their 
average prices. 

“Extension of the voluntary 
make-up period,” OPA said, was 
being allowed “solely to avoid 
delays in the shipment of men’s 
clothing to retail markets. In a 
situation where veterans and men 
generally are experiencing great 
difficulty getting suits, OPA can 
not refrain from any step that 
will keep supplies moving.” 

The extension means that by 
May 30 manufacturers must bal- 
ance their production of high- 
priced suits with the same pro- 
portion of low-priced garments 
they turned out during a base 
period, usually 1943. 

OPA said the purpose of its 
price study is to find out whether 
manufacturers actually are en- 
titled to a higher average, max- 
imum price as the result of the 
March adjustment of ceilings on 
individual garments. Meanwhile 
shipments are on an unrestricted 
basis. 

OPA yesterday also authorized 
a number of credit retailers to 
charge 17 per cent more for low- 
cost apparel sold on a cash basis. 
This provision, effective May 6, 
applies only to retailers who in 
1944 sold at least 80 per cent, by 
dollar volume, of their merchan- 
dise on credit terms. These mer- 
chants no longer will have to tag 
garments with a double ceiling 
price—one for cash sales, the 
other for credit sales. At present 
the cash price in these stores is 
17 per cent less than the credit 
price. 


90 DAYS IN JAIL FOR SEAMAN 
ATER $3000 SPENDING SPREE 


David LL. Patterson of Pitts- 
burgh, 19-year-old merchant sea- 
man, who wound up a thTee-week 
$3000 spending spree by posing as 
a naval officer at Scott Field in 
order to borrow a staff car and 
chauffeur, was sentenced to 90 
days in jail by United States Dis- 
trict Judge Fred L. Wham at East 
St. Louis yesterday. 

He had pleaded guilty Saturday 
of impersonating an officer, ex- 
plaining he had run low on funds 
here and needed an automobile to 
make a round of East Side night 
clubs. Judge Wham, pointing out 
it was the youth’s first offense, 
said he hoped the stay in jail 
would “teach him a lesson.” Pat- 
terson, whose $3000 represented 
accumulated pay, was arrested 
when an Army sergeant became 
suspicious of his nondescript uni- 
form. 

John C. DeForest, 19, of Jack- 
gon, Mich., was sentenced to two 
years in prison on his plea of 
guilty of interstate transportation 
of a stolen automobile.

PRICE BOOSTS FOR AUTOS 
DENOUNCED BY CIO UNION 


DETROIT, May 2 (UP)—The 
powerful CIO Auto Workers Union 
yesterday denounced price _ in- 
creases recently granted to auto- 
mobile manufacturers and an- 
nounced the start of a battle for 
revision of OPA price policies for 
the automotive industry. 

The announcement was made by 
the UAW’s new international 
president, Walter P. Reuther. It 
carried out his promise in nego- 
tiations with General Motors that 
the union would fight any car 
price increases charged to higher 
wages. 

Reuther said the UAW would 
file formal protest with the OPA 
against “unjustifiable” price in- 
creases and charged that “present 
retail prices already average about 
50 per cent higher than-in the 
years before the war.” 

If the OPA rejects the protest, 
the fight will be carried to the 
emergency Court of Appeals, 
Reuther said.

PATUXENT RIVER, Md., May, 


2 (AP)—The Navy permitted dis- 
closure yesterday of what it de- 
scribed as the “newest and most 
powerful rocket motor in the 
world”—a unit that delivers 66,000 
pounds of thrust for two seconds. 

Known as “Moby Dick,” the 
motor is intended for use in jet- 
assisted aircraft takeoffs or to 
propel aerial rockets. The Navy 
said the new unit would triple the 
speed (now: 900 feet per second) 
of its “Tiny Tim,” a 12-inch aerial 
rocket weighing 1300 pounds. 

“Moby Dick” is 105 inches long, 
17 inches in diameter, and weighs 
5800 pounds. It was built by 
Aerojet Engineering Corp. of 
Azusa, Calif., in conjunction with 
the bureaus of ordnance and 
aeronautics. 

Navy officials said the new mo- 


tor developed for its brief opera- 
tion about one-third more thrust 
than the unit in the German V-2. 

“Moby Dick” was exhibited but 
not fired during a visit of 100 
members of the Institute of Aero- 
nautical Sciences to this naval air 
test center Tuesday.

Says Powerful U.S. 
Forces, Aligned With 
British, Seek to Sabo- 
‘tage Potsdam Pact. 


NEW YORK, May 2 (UP)— 
“Powerful forces tn the Ameri- 
can Government,” aligned with 
British officials, are trying to 
sabotage the Potsdam agreement 
to wipe out Germany's industrial 
capacity for war preparation, for- 
mer Secretary of the Treasury 
Henry Morgenthau Jr. charged 
last night in a broadcast. 

Commenting on Secretary of 
State James F. Byrnes’s proposal 
for a Big Four 25-year peace- en- 
forcement program for Germany, 
Morgenthau expressed suspicion 
that it might be intended to scrap 
Big Three agreements reached at 
Quebec, Yalta and Potsdam on 
Germany’s future. 

“I have grave suspicions that 


the failure to carry out the Pots-| 


dam pact is due not only to in- 
competent administration and the 
redeployment of occupation forces, 
but also to the desire on the 
part of British officials and key 
American officials to sabotage the 
real purpose of the Potsdam 
agreement,” he said. 

Morgenthau said that if it were 
Byrnes's intention to “scrap the 
Potsdam pact and allow Germany 
to remain industrially powerful, 
then I prophesy that we are 
simply repeating the fatal mis- 
takes of Versailles and laying the 
foundation for World War III.” 

“I sincerely hope that Mr. 
Byrnes’s intentions are first to 
carry out the provisions of, Pots- 
dam, and that his new proposal 
really means that we and our al- 
lies will remain in Germany for 
25 years—to make sure that Ger- 
many will never again .-have the 
means to start another war,” he 
asserted. 

Morgenthau said the Allies al- 
ready had failed to carry out Pots- 
dam agreements to: Complete a 


full German reparations schedule 
by Feb. 2; de-industrialize Ger- 
many; de-Nazify and re-educate 
the people of western Germany; 
take definite action to prevent the 
“7000 to 8000” members of the 
German general staff from ever 
again attempting to reconstitute a 
German army.

Breach Still wide. 

A canvass of the viewpoints of 
Moslem League and Congress 
party officials showed surprisingly 
little narrowing of the wide 
breach between the two parties on 
fundamental issues.

Once this is done, he said, the 


other problem could be settled 
with little difficulty. 

“There is no possibility of any 
compromise on our demand for 
full sovereignty,” Nawabzada de- 
clared. “We ae prepared, how- 
ever, to enter into treaty relations 
with Hindustan for co-ordinated 
administration of defense and for- 
ei_n affairs, but only on the basis 
of gs rict equality at the center. 
We want and will: have our own 
constitution. We will not enter 
into any arrangement that does 
not allow us freedom to decide 
our own destiny.” 

So much for the “immovable 
body.” As ‘or the “irresistible 
force” —the Congress party — it 
professes to be equally adamant 
on strong government at the cen- 
ter, even though Moslem areas 
may be given fullest autonomy in 
all matters except the common 
subjects. 

Proposals outlined in the Brit- 
ish delegation’s memoranda as 
subjects for the coming confer; 
ence fall between these two ex- 
tremes, but in the opinion of Con- 
gress party officials they lean 
m.ve toward the Moslem League 
than the Congress point of view. 

British Formula. 
The British formula, which is

following suggestions: The set- 
ting up of an Indian Union com- 
posed of two groupings of prov- 
inces, one containing predomi- 
nantly Moslem areas and the 
other predominantly Hindu areas;

forecast the result. 


GEN, JOHN PALMER TO RETIRE 
SECOND TIME IN 20 YEARS 


WASHINGTON, May 2 (AP)— 
‘Brig. Gen. John M. Palmer, 76 
years old, military adviser to two 
chiefs of staff ind the Army’s 
oldest active officer, went on ter- 
minal leave yesterday preparatory 
to retiring a second time after 
nearly 58 years of service. He re- 
tired first in 1926 but returned to 
active duty in 1941. 

Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower in 
a letter expressed gratitude to 
him for “the unusual and inesti- 
‘mably valuable services you have 
rendered during the war.” Earlier, 
Gen. George C. Marshall, retired 


chief of staff, had referred to. 


Gen. Palmer as a “military elder 
statesman.” It was Gen. Mar- 
ghall who recalled him to active 
duty in 1941. . 

Gen. Palmer, an 1892 graduate 
of West. Point, saw combat serv- 
fice in France in the First World 
War and was on Gen. John J. 
Pershing’s staff. He helped to 
frame the 1820 National Defense 
Act and the current draft law. 
He is the author of several works 
on military subjects. 


BRITISH SPENT $209,723,000 
ON SPYING IN FOUR YEARS 


LONDON, May 2 (AP)—A white 
paper disclosed yesterday that 
Britain spent $209,723,368 on its 
secret service—the British spy sys- 
tem—in four years of war begin- 
ning in 1941. It did not give the 
costs of spying since 1944. The 
biggest annual expense listed was 
$60,086,572, in 1943. 

It was disclosed also that war- 
time atomic research—disguised 
as “research into tube alloys” 
when funds were voted by Parlia- 
ment—cost $6,923,600 in the same 
four years.

ARMY TO LET OUT 2000 MORE 
PHYSICIANS, RULES EASED 


WASHINGTON, May 2 (AP)— 
The War Department yesterday 
reduced discharge requirements 
for Medical Corps officers, a move 
it said will result in release of 
about 2000 physicians. 

Discharge requirements for 
Medical Corps general duty offi- 
cers were trimmed from 39 to 30 
months, for certain special officers 
45 to 39 months. Requirements on 
points remain at 60 and the age 
limit at 45 years. 

Release of the 2000 doctors, the 
Department said, will leave about 
3000 Medical Corps officers not 
included in the ranks of the regu- 
lar Army, volunteers and Army 
specialized training program grad- 
uates. 

Officers returning from overseas 
will be discharged automatically 
if they would become eligible for 
discharge within the next six 
months instead of the next four 
months as previously stipulated. 
Also, Army doctors overseas, re- 
gardiess of their military occupa- 
tional specialty classification will 
be discharged or on the way home 
within 60 days of date of eligibil- 
ity. The Army said it has demo- 
bilized about 32,000 from its Medi- 
cal Corps since V-E day.

brides on the Army transport 
Santa Paula as it sailed from Le 
Havre to New York.

“My beautiful baby,” she ex- 
clamied in French during the 
crossing.

In the early ‘20s, the knights of 
the smear shrilled about such 
“communist front organizations” 
as the League of Women Voters, 
the National Council of Churches 
and the Foreign Policy Associa- 
tion. Martin Dies, whose disap- 
pearance from Washington has 
been almost totally unlamented, 
undertook to perfect: this tech- 
nique. However, Dies found that 
it flew back and hit him in the 
face.

The users of such smear tac- 
tics know that they are not ap- 
pealing to logic or to reason but 
to the basest of emotions—fear.

The 
knights of the smear should fore- 
go their cowardly tendency to ir- 
responsible and vicious gossip. 
They ought to adhere to some 
minimum standards of gossip-

I would be greatly cheered if 
the same minimum standards of 
irresponsible gossip which now 
operate to protect American wom- 
en were used by political gossip- 
mongers in their slanders against 
people and organizations whose

Early September—With Soviet 
permission, Chinese Communist 
troops, principally the Eighth 
Route Army, crossed inside the 
waters of the Yellow sea by junk, 
mainly from Chefoo in Shantung, 
to the Soviet-controlled ports of 
Dairen, Yingow and _ environs. 
Avoiding railroads and marching 
afoot, they moved northward 
through Manchuria, maintaining 
field liaison with the Soviet Army.

When Marshall left China in 
March to report to President 
Truman, peace and democracy 
were nearer realization than at 
any other time in the 5000-year 
history of China. 

Distrust Raised Again. 

The moment he left, a sizeable 
core of the Kuomintang (National 
party), which stood to lose power, 
wealth and position through any 
revision of the one-party form of 
government, began to foment 
uprisings under assumed titles. 
It organized mass demonstrations 
against Russian actions in Man- 
churia and even criticized Mar- 
shall’s executive headquarters in 
Peiping, being careful, meanwhile, 
to associate all this with the 
Communists. 

It did its job with tremendous 
skill. The next move accomplished 
the. desired result. In the Cen- 
tral Executive Committee of the 
Kuomintang, it proposed the over- 
throw of the five vital decisions 
of the all-party Peoples Consulta- 
tive (unity) Council, decisions to 
which the Communists had agreed. 

That. action led to the revival 
of civil strife in Manchuria. Dis- 
trust, suspicion and fear replaced 
the Communist attitude of hope- 
fulness for a united China. 

On the other side and quite 
apart from the reactionary group 
in the Kuomintang, men in the 
party with liberal leanings began 
to voice uneasiness over the 
Soviet Union’s role in Manchuria. 
They said that somehow that 
great power had aligned herself 
with the Communists to maintain 
a sphere of influence in the north- 
east. That this attitude was 
backed by no tangible proof did 
not matter. Russia continued to 
be the man under the bed, and 
Chungking quaked over the pos- 
sibilities. 

Chinese-Soviet Pact Cited. 

Some Kuomintang leaders also 
seemed to lose sight of the fact 
that the Soviet Union certainly 


the highest rank as well, 


did not need either armies or 
Communists to exert influence in 
Manchuria. Under the terms of 
the Chinese-Soviet pact signed by 
Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek, 
Russia shares in the administra- 
tion of the great rail lines which 
dominate the area and two of its 
vital ports, Dairen and Port Ar- 
thur. It would be hard to see how 
it could improve on that situation, 

A number of possibilities have. 
been suggested by neutral observ- 
ers. One is for the Soviet Union 
to allay any and all fears about 
Manchuria after a conference with 
the United States. That would be 
the external approach. A second 
would be for Chiang to abolish the 
secret police, suppress terrorists 
whose success.can be seen daily 
in Manchuria, and then make a 
personal guarantee that the deci- 
sions of the unity council will be 
carried out to the letter. 

Maneuver Fails. 

Illustrative of the maneuvers of 
the Kuomintang’ conservatives 
was an effort made by them to- 
day to restrict membership in the 
preparatory committee of the Na- 
tional Assembly to delegates 
named by the Kuomintang eight 
years ago. 

The committee, which as 
sembled here, had printed a reso- 
lution opening its. seats to all 
registered delegates. Beside this 
resolution was placed another 
which would have restricted mem- 
bership to prewar choices. The 
latter would have excluded not 
only Communist, Democratic 
League and other party members 
but 150 members of the Kuomin- 
tang’s central executive commit- 
tee. 

Two hundred sixty delegates 
who attended the session turned 
down the latter resolution. Some 
members said it had been spon- 
sored by a right wing Kuomin- 
tang group headed by the brothe- 
ers Chen Li-fu and Chen Kuo-fu. 


issouRI has recently adopted a new tax law to 
tax intangible personal property in accord- 
ance with the provisions of our new Constitution. 


Under this law, property that produces no income 
is not taxed. Under this law, as under the old 
Constitution, common and preferred stock in cor- 
porations is not taxed and bonds, notes and mort- 
gages are taxed. The tax is 4% of the annual yield. 
‘“Yield’’ does not include a return of capital. Every 
person owning intangible personal property subject to tax 
is required to file a return on or before September 1, 1946. 
For 1947 and subsequent years the return must be 
made on or before March 15th, and the tax is based 
on the yield actually received by the taxpayer in 
the preceding calendar year. 


Adoption of this law puts into effect the tax 
policy contemplated under the new Constitution. 
Under the old Constitution, bonds, notes, mortgages 
and other intangible property were taxed under the 
General Property Tax. The rates were confiscatory,

with the result that the tax was generally evaded. 
The new law provides a much lower tax upon such 
property than did the old law. For example, under 
the old law a $1,000 bond, paying $30 interest per 
year, was subject to a tax of $27.50 per year, in St. 
Louis. Under the new law, the tax is $1.20 per year. 


Under the new law, the new Department of 
Revenue collects the tax and is permitted to use 
income tax returns for the purpose of checking the 
accuracy of intangible personal property tax re- 
turns. The State has adequate means to enforce the 
law and to check evasion. All holders of securities 
subject to the tax should familiarize themselves 
with the new law and are required to make returns 
before the September 1, 1946, deadline.

Having returned recently from two 
years in Europe, I have seen there what 
happens to people when they are facing 
starvation. Thin and emaciated bodies 
falling prey to all types of diseases and 
pale children who have been stunted in 
their growth are the physical results. 
In their desire to satisfy their hun- 
ger, these people are quick to resort to 
illegal methods and to follow radical 
political groups. When man is deprived 
of the basic necessities, little else has 
meaning to him. 

Communism has gained most of its 
recent followers from the hungry peo- 
ple of the European and the Asiatic 
countries. The promoters of Commu- 
nism have promised land, employment 
and food to those who agreed to follow 
its doctrines. What have the proponents 
of democracy promised? We have prom- 
ised neither land nor employment, and 
our promises of food have fallen far 
short of fulfillment. 

The European countries are looking to 
America not only for food but also for 
political guidance and support. If we 
do nothing, these people will not only 
starve, but they will also be at the 
mercy of the political programs which 
trade food for freedom. I have seen this 
happen in France and Germany. 

Surely, we are not suffering from the 
Miusion that this great conflict called 
World War II was over with the céas- 
ing of fire? As tough and as costly as 
the fighting was, that fighting has been 
in vain unless political and economic 
stability is attained. ; 

So, let us not only send food to Eu- 
rope and to Asia feed hungry mouths, 
but let us use this food to give hope to 
starving governments. Without food, a 
political program to assist these coun- 
tries is without effect. With food, how- 
ever, political freedom is possible, pro- 
viding it is encouraged by the stronger 
nations. Only then will we be assured 
that men and materials for the winning 
of this war have not been expended

MacArthur as a Symbol 


The plot to assassinate Gen. Douglas MacAr- 
thur was no mere effort to take a life. The 
petty fact of homicide was a minor considera- 
tion. The major consideration was the desecra- 
tion of a living symbol of the fundamental con- 
cepts of Occidental life and living. So basic are 
these concepts to the Oriental mind, they include 
the very foundation of Christianity itself. 

That MacArthur is such a cosmic symbol in 
the Orient is-evidenced by the consistency with 
which Japanese propaganda paid it all-consum- 
ing recognition. 

As our State Department and armed services 
know only too well, no small part of Japan’s 
“Orient for the Oriental” thought-program was 
eagerly gobbled down and liked by some, testily 
swallowed and approved by many and gagged 
upon by few in the fish-and-rice world. The 
only unqualified exception to the success of. this 
particular phase of Japanese propaganda was in 
the incident of a majority of the Filipinos. 

The fact that any one human being—such as 
the buck-toothed Hirohito or the Army’s Great 
Profile—could assume in Oriental minds the 
aura of deity or achieve the symbolization of an 
entire way of life is difficult for Occidental 
minds to grasp. East is East and West is West 
- « .and few are those who bridge the gap. Of 
these few, MacArthur is recognized as outstand- 
ing. 

In his appreciation of Oriental thinking, he 
pays full accord to the symbol ,that he is him- 
self. His efforts to play the part have frequently 
been misinterpreted in the Western world. Per- 
haps the classic crystallization of this miscon- 
ception was reached in a piece of verse penned 
by an American naval officer in the early years 
of the war. Title to the verse was “Doug’s 
Communique.” It read in part: 

He used to say, “And with God’s help,” but 

lately it has seemed 

That his patience is exhausted and God’s on 

his second team. 

And the Cabots and the Lodges, too, have 

long since ceased to pray 

That they’ll ever squeeze a by-line into 

Doug’s communique. 


And while possibly a rumor now, some day 

it will be fact ' 

That the Lord will hear a deep voice say: 

“Move over, God, it’s Mac.” 

So bet your shoes that all the news that | 

last great Judgment day 

Will go to press in nothing less than Doug’s 

communique. , 

This and other attacks on MacArthur’s press 
program are not entirely unjust. However, they 
must be evaluated in the light of the fact that 
he was deliberately following a carefully planned 
counter-propaganda campaign. 

The “I Shall Return” theme was his motto. 
That he would not return was the Japanese an- 
swer. It was an extended battle for Asiatic 
prestige. Weapons and ammunition were the 
subtleties and intricacies of that nebulous but 
all-important Oriental commodity of face. Mac- 
Arthur in his verbal theatrics sought to main- 
tain and enhance his face as an Allied leader. 
Japan hissed, pleaded and slaughtered to take 
advantage of MacArthur’s defeat in the Philip- 
pines to discredit thoroughly the face of the 
forces he led. 

As this battle progressed, the symbol of Mac- 
Arthur matured in the Oriental mind and with 
final victory bloomed jnto one of America’s con- 
crete assets in the Orient. 

It was this asset that the assassination plot 
sought to destroy. 


A Growing Red Cross Scandal 


The firing of 10 Red Cross social workers of 
the 23 who had signed a statement criticizing 
the personnel practices of the St. Louis chapter 
is not the way to restore harmony, which the 
executive committee says was the purpose of the 
wholesale discharges. Rather, it attracts fresh 
public attention to the charges, to previous fir- 
ings and resignations, and stimulates the de- 
mand for an objective investigation, preferably 
by the Social Planning Council. 

There have been two so-called investigations 
in recent weeks, both by Red Cross officers. It 
was not surprising that neither found anything 
wrong. So public criticism has grown, and criti- 
cism from within is now followed by loss of 
their jobs by 10 critics. 

The Red Cross is respected for its humani- 
tarian work, and it is generously supported by 
popular subscription. In the face of the grow- 
ing scandal over personnel practices, local Jead- 
ers should realize that a genuinely impartial in- 
quiry and correction of any abuses that may be 
found are obligations to the public. 
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Rates Without Due Process 

The city may be extreme in arguing that 
Union Electric’s rates should reflect the full dif- 
ference between its service costs in urban and 
rural areas. The State Public Service Commis- 
sion, however, has driven St. Louis toward ex- 
tremity. 

The new system-wide residential rates reverse 
the established Missouri policy of urban-rural 
differentials. Nevertheless, the commission 
brushed aside St. Louis’s plea for a hearing. 
And while the commission says the city can give 
evidence in the comprehensive valuation hear- 
ings to come, the commission alone can deter- 
mine how unit costs vary between rural and 
urban service. The city reasonably infers, then, 
that the issue stands prejudged in favor of sys- 
tem-wide rate uniformity. 

Union Electric’s reasoning is easily imagined. 
To the extent that facilities already installed can 
deliver more kilowatt-hours, rural revenues can 
be increased at virtually no cost. If, at the same 
time, rates in the urban area can be held up, as 
they certainly are in the new schedule, profits 
can be swelled with minimum risk of loss. Here, 
then, is a case of discrimination against urban 
consumers. 

On the other hand, building rural business 
could-eventually benefit every consumer. What- 
ever rural service pays above out-of-pocket ex- 
penses swells the common income pool. If the 
pool grows large enough, it will support uni- 
versal rate cuts. Hence there is probably a 
general advantage in bringing rural rates some- 
what closer to urban rates than cost differences 
alone justify. 

Between these conflicting motives, only a rea- 
sonable middle ground can give justice. It is 
unreasonable on the face that urban consum- 
ers enjoy no rate advantage at all. Certainly 
it is unreasonable that the policy is adopted with 
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no hearing and with no apparent intention of 
obtaining information by which the degree of 
discrimination can be measured. 

The commission should investigate and then 
throw the question open for democratic plead- 
ings. Until it does, it proceeds without a fair 
regard for due process of law. 


Stalin’s Nationalism 
May day in Moscow was as usual pretty much 
of a family affair, with the parade of Soviet 
might through Red Square past the tomb of the 
revolutionary Lenin, firing of artillery salvoes 
and an address from the Generalissimo. Yet in 


these days no head of state can speak to his own. 


country without addressing the world as well, 
so Stalin’s words are being carefully scrutinized. 

It would be difficult for the Man from Mars, 
on the basis of Stalin’s speech, to find out who 
besides Russia participated in the war. He 
would learn that “one year ago the Red Army 
hoisted the banner of victory over Berlin and 
completed the defeat of Fascist Germany,” but 
would find no mention of British or American 
armies. He would learn simply that, four months 
after the defeat of Germany, “imperialistic Japan 
downed her arms.” Stalin does not say that 
Japan was under a little pressure from America 
around that time. 

Mr. Mars would learn from Stalin that the 
Soviet Union today marches “in the vanguard of 
the struggle for peace and security.” He would 
discover that “the entire world has had an op- 
portunity to convince itself, not only of the 
might of the Soviet state, but also of the fair- 
ness of its policy based on the recognition of 
equality of all peoples, respect for their free- 
dom and independence.” Mr. Mars would not 
know that, as to specific Soviet policy in various 
places, a quite different interpretation has been 
placed upon it. 

Throughout the address, Stalin seemed to have 
his eyes turned inward in complete self-absorp- 
tion. He spoke briefly of the new five-year plan, 
but quickly pleaded for vigilance against “the 
intrigues of international reaction, which is 
hatching plans of a new war.” So he urged a 


‘powerful Russian army, air force and navy and 


continued development of the art of war. 
There was nothing in the speech to indicate 
that Russia considers herself as living in a 
family of nations, no mention of her late com- 
rades in arms, no reference to the United Na- 
tions or to the efforts now being made at Paris 
to plan a peaceful Europe. In other words, 
Stalin spoke as a suspicious and alert national- 
istic leader rather than as a world statesman. 
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Artist vs. Bobby-Soxer 

James Montgomery Flagg, taking down his 
elephant gun to blast the bobby-soxer for her 
lack of elegance and sedateness, is making the 
same mistake that critics of the same carefree 
species, then called the flapper, made a genera- 
tion ago. The flapper survived, and’ today she 
is the handsome, cultivated and poised matron 
whose daughter so alarms the magazine artist. 

The bobby-soxer’s masculine counterpart, with 
his studiedly slovenly costume and raucous man- 
ners, isn’t a glorified example of American man- 
hood, but nobody expects him to be that for 
some years. He’s the jellybean of the ’20s, fol- 
lowing in his father’s footsteps, with modern 
variations. 

It’s a characteristic of cubs to be awkward 
and unlovely after they leave the period of in- 
fantile cuteness, and the human animal is no 
exception. Critics of this normal evolutionary 
stage are likely to be rebuffed by the charge 
that their years are making them intolerant. 
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State Money to Burn? 

From an unexpected quarter, State Auditor 
Forrest Smith, comes a direct testimony for 
continued price control and a possibly implied 
one toward the solution of a local problem. Re- 
ceipts through April led Smith to conclude that 
sales taxes this year will exceed those of 1945 
by $10,000,000, or about 25 per cent. “It seems,” 
he said, “that everybody has money to burn and 
all are determined to burn it regardless of con- 
sequences.” | 

Certainly the State has unprecedented re- 
serves—so much that members of the Legisla- 
ture spent days away from constitutional legis- 
lation trying to set some of it on fire. One im- 
portant subdivision of the State, however, has 
no money to burn. In fact, it is in sore straits. 
We refer, of course, to the City of St. Louis, 
which is squeezed neatly between rising costs 
and limits effectively set by the State and Fed- 
eral Governments, which have appropriated the 
cream-giving parts of the tax cow. 

There is a special timeliness, then, in Mayor 
Kaufmann’s proposal that the city should try to 
obtain the use of some of the money its resi- 
dents pay.the State in such abundant measure. 
There is a general defeatist sentiment that the 
“ryral-dominated Legislature” will have none 
of it. Maybe not. 

Before that judgment sets hard, however, we 
do wish a really concerted effort would be made 
to explain St. Louis’s problems to the State. For, 
on the one hand, St. Louis does have an ex- 
cellent case. And, on the other, we do not 
doubt that rural Missouri would have, with fuller 
understanding, as sincere a regard for the city’s 
needs as we city people try to cultivate for the 
country’s. 
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Seversky Is Debunked 


Those who got any comfort out of Maj. Alex- 
ander de Seversky’s pooh-poohing of the atomic 
bomb have by now been dragged back to cold 
reality by the mass of evidence refuting his 
theories. Damage was tremendous in Japan, 
investigation has proved, and now another set 
of findings, summarized yesterday by the Alsop 
brothers, shows that actually our own cities are 
as vulnerable to atomic blast as Hiroshima and 
Nagasaki. De Seversky is left without support 
for his assertions that the damage in Japan was 
no greater than ordinary bombs would have 
done, and that American cities would suffer only 
localized damage from atomic attack. 

The exposure of these fantasies should help 
in building public support for a control plan 
along the line of that proposed by the State 
Department’s Board of Consultants in its bril- 
liant report a few weeks ago. The problem is 
one of life and death, on whose solution, as Un- 
der Secretary of State Acheson said last week, 
“We must begin at once.”

Once again the American Government is 
in danger of bogging down in helpless stale- 
mate. The President has lost control. 
White House is pitted against Congress. In 
one week, the House revolted twice against 
the President, first by emasculating the 
Draft Act; second, by emasculating anti- 
inflationary controls embodied in OPA, 


It is not enough to dismiss this situation 
with scoldings, or with such superficial ex- 
planations as that it is all “politics.” Why 
are American politics that way? It isn’t 
the first time this has happened in a great 
crisis. In fact, America’s political history 
is distinguished by one long series of con- 
flicts between White House and Congress: 
Wilson losing his League fight, Hoover 
stalemated by a hostile Congress follow- 
ing the crash of 1929, 

Only in time of. actud] warfare is there 
a kind of uneasy governmental peace. A 
European observer has declared, “Except 
in war, America has no Government.” 
What causes this recurrent situation, so 
sinister in its implications concerning 
America’s ability to meet effectively vast 
problems ahead? 


Lack of Party Discipline 


Under the parliamentary system of gov- 
ernment, party discipline is almost auto- 
matic, If a hostile Legislature rebelled, as 
the House has just done, a Prime Minister 
would simply dissolve it and submit him- 
self and all the other members to an elec- 
tion. Such a threat makes every legislator 
know he may be made immediately re- 
sponsible for his votes. 

As against this, under the congressional 
system, the President has little power to 
punish members or to secure party disci- 
pline. He has the ignoble expedient of 
political patronage, one of the few substi- 
tutes for direct parliamentary responsibil- 
ity, but its use isn’t favored. There isn’t 
very much patronage, anyway. 

Why is party discipline so important in 
a democracy? Its need has just been em- 
phasized forcibly again by the La Follette- 
Monroney report on “streamlining” Con- 
gress. The answer is that, without strong 
parties, individual members are exposed to 
the full blast of bloc pressure groups. With 
a party, the member shares collective re- 
sponsibility and his judgment is reinforced; 
without it, he is helpless. Where there is 
not party government, there is bloc gov- 
ernment. 


How do we get strong two-party govern- 
ment? It is difficult to understand the 
situation without going back a long way. 
The Founding Fathers deliberately set 
themselves to creating a wéak central gov- 
ernment. Instead of favoring the party 
— as we do today, they tried to pre- 
vent it. 


In fact, we have two Constitutions in 
America, the written one, with its magnifi- 
cent Bill of Rights, and the unwritten one. 
The latter pretty much controls our party 
institutions. 


Attempts to Bridge Chasm 


There is nothing in the written Consti- 
tution about political parties, about quad- 
reninal nominating conventions, about the 
President’s Cabinet, about a lot of things. 
Furthermore, the written Constitution spe- 
cifically was designed to avoid direct elec- 
tion of Presidents, which is just the sys- 
tem that the unwritten Constitution pro- 
vides, even though the archaic Electoral 
College remains. 


It is interesting to note that the Phila- 
delphia convention, on four separate occa- 
sions, voted for congressional selection of 
the President. If that system had been 
adopted, say Charles and Mary Beard, 
“Parliamentary government would have de- 
veloped in America, and modern publicists 
would have displayed their enthusiasm and 
talents in demonstrating the merits of that 
particular system.” It was left out, be- 
cause the Founding Fathers finally decided 
it would conflict with the proposed separa- 
tion of powers, 

The present tendency Is to seek means 
to bridge the chasm that separates the 
President from Congress. The La Follette- 
Monroney report recommends creation of 
a new “legislative cabinet” to work with 
the President, and also the establishment 
of strong “party committees” within Con- 
gress. 

These would be sweeping steps, in their 
implications, amounting ultimately, per- 
haps, to broad extensions’ of America’s un- 
written Constitution. Long experience, how- 
ever, makes it seem doubtful whether there 
are successful short-cuts to stronger party 
discipline in Washington. 

The difficulties lie very deep; the pres- 
ent situation is not unique, but rather char- 
acteristic; the problem is not personal, but 
institutional. 


Origins of “Mugwump”

Prof. Laski’s definition of a mugwump, 
as “a man who sat so long on the fence 
that the iron entered his soul,” will serve 
for most of the word’s modern connotations 
which it began to receive during the Amer- 
ican presidential election of 1884, when it 
was applied to those Republicans who re- 
fused to support their own party’s choice 
and went over to Cleveland, the Democratic 
candidate. They were assailed as too lofty 
and detached for practical politics, and 
were accused of regarding themselves as 
creatures far too bright and good for human 
nature’s daily food. 

But the term originally could claim an 
odor of sanctity, for in the form of “mug- 
quomp” (from the Algonquin Indian dialect 
and meaning “great chief’), it was used by 


John Eliot in his Massachusetts Bible for 
Indian use as the translation of “duke” or 
“leader.” However, even in the 1830s “mug- 
wump” had already acquired the signif? 
cance of “boss” or “big pot” in a jocular 
and disrespectful sense. 

Fifty years later, the New York Sun con- 
ferred the title on the dissenting Republi- 
cans—“Independents or Mugwumps,” in 
Bryce’s later reference. That label for the 
aloof has stuck ever since.

The Realities of Peace 


P 


ONTIUS PILATE’S remark “What is truth?” might be para- 
phrased into “What is peace?” Peace is perhaps life in truth, or 
in principle. But since the powers who control destiny share 


no common view of truth, they have no commén aim of “peace. 


This is clear in the UN debates, where every speech reveals pro- 


found cleavages of principle and interest among the Allies. 


Mr. Gromyko’s statement on 
Thursday, April 25, revealed that 
the United Nations do not even 
agree on what is war. The United 


Nations Charter seeks “to insure 
... that armed force shall not be 
used, save in the common inter- 
est,” the common interest being 
suppression of acts of aggression 
against UN members. | 

But the Soviet delegate appar- 
ently assumes that a certain form 
of state, however weak, is by its 
nature an aggressor, and should 
be dealt with in advance of overt 
action: by implication he sug- 
gested that it was within the prov- 
ince of the United Nations to 
foment civil wars. “Civil. wars 
have not always had bad results 
.. . the historical place and sig- 
nificance of the American Civil 
War is well known.” 


No Foreign Intervention. 


Mr. Gromyko could hardly have 
chosen a worse illustration. The 
American Civil War was a dread- 
ful catastrophe, which wiser 
- @ounsels, North and South, might 
have averted. But it was not a 
total catastrophe, only because it 
was fought without foreign inter- 
vention. Had it been not only a 
struggle between American citi- 
zens but an international struggle. 
the nation might have been lost, 


and had the outcome been decided |. 


by foreign intervention, it would 
mever have been freely accepted 
as binding. 

One of our greatest problems 
following the American’ Revolu- 
tionary War was the embarrass- 
ment we suffered from our 
French assistants. England being 
at war with France gave America 
the chance to strike for inde- 
pendence, and the French, having 
a@ common enemy, lent us aid. 

Afterward revolutionary France 
attempted the ideological conquest 
of America, whose own revolution- 
ary ideas were not Jacobin. Pro- 
French Jacobin clubs were or- 
ganized, and there was the fa- 
mous Genet affair, which utterly 
disgusted even the Francophile 
Thomas Jefferson, and was an in- 
spiration of Washington’s farewell 
address. 


Ehrenburg’s Definition. 


That we were eventually able to 
come to lasting peace with Brit- 
ain, and France as well, and 
build a tremendous free nation, 
was because We neither became 
satellites of our liberators nor 
prisoners of wartime hates. : 

Ilya Ehrenburg, the Soviet 
journalist, when asked the other 
day to define “Facism” said, 
“The test is hatred of the Soviet 
Union.” 

Hitler, who, I presume, was a 
Fascist, hated the Austro-Hun- 
garian monarchy, the Versailles 
system, the French Republic, the 
British empire, the United States, 
representative government, Paci- 
fism, Jews and the Soviet Union. 
He hated everything, that is to 
say, that stood in the way of the 


German “new order.” To define 
Fascism as “hatred of the Soviet 
Union” is to paraphrase a Facist 
idea that makes an enemy out of 
everyone who is not a 100 per cent 
supporter. For the Soviets in- 
terpret as “hatred” every form 
of opposition or. criticism within 
or without their borders. 


Molotov’s 1939 Statement. 


There is, unfortunately, a grow- 
ing hatred of the Soviet Union, 
but it does not come only from 
Fascist sources, but from those 


anti-Fascists who find the worst 
characteristic of Fascism its de- 
sire to undermine? direct and con- 
trol other peoples under a totali- 
tarian idea and system, and who 
hate this under whatever name. 

Mr. Gromyko’s outline of the 
preface to this war had peculiar 
lacunae. Every appeasement of 
the Axis by the Western powers 
is brought into his indictment. 
But no reference is made to the 
early love affair between the 
Soviets and Mussolini, nor to the 
Russo-German: pact, nor to Mr. 
Molotov’s statement of October, 
1939. 

“Ideological wars are reminis- 
cent of old religious wars .. 
that brought economic ruin and 
savagery; ...a war of this kind 
has no justification whatsoever; 
the ideology of Hitlerism, 
like any other ideological system, 
can be accepted or rejected—that 
is a matter of view. ... Every- 
body will understand that an 
ideology cannot be destroyed by 
force. . . . Therefore it is sense- 
less and criminal to wage a war 
for the destruction of Hitlerism, 
covered by the false banner of a 
struggle for ‘democracy.’” 


Weapons of Power Politics. 


This business of totally revers- 
ing attitudes to suit the exigen- 
cies of power politics is the death 
of real politics and the assassin 
of peace. The civil wars being ad- 
vocated and formented are in no 
single case spontaneous move- 
ments of a majority or. near-ma- 
jority of the people. They are 
weapons of power politics, made 
the more horrible by the hypo- 
critical mask of smiling humani- 
tarianism and democracy, clapped 
as covers upon their fearsome 
visages, 

Non-intervention in Spain was 
a bad policy only because it was 
universally observed. Franco was 
a product, not of non-intervention, 
but of intervention. Satisfactory 
intervention in Spain is today im- 
possible because the interests of 
the great powers cross in the 
Mediterranean, and _ those _  in- 
terests, and not the wishes or 
welfare of the Spanish people, will 
be predominant, 

Thus, though Franco’s Spain 
was in part created by the Axis, 
a genuinely free Spain cannot be 
created by UN. That hope, like 


many others, is a casualty of the 
destruction of the Atlantic Char- 
ter.

THIRD OF RELICE AID 
BY PRIVATE AGENCIES 


Public Appeals to Legislature 
for Needed Money Are 
Urged. 


Private family agencies are 
supplying about one-third of the 
money received by persons on 
state relief rolls in this area, 
Ralph Ormsby, executive secretary 
of the Family Service Society of 
St. Louis county, reported yester- 
day. 

The agencies, whose work pri- 
marily is to provide counsel, ordi- 
narily supply financial aid only as 
part of a program to help recip- 
ients become self-sufficient. But, 
in order to prevent starvation as 
a result of the Legislature’s fail- 
ure to appropriate adequate relief 
funds, he explained, the agencies 
have expanded relief outlays at a 
rate far beyond their ability to 
. continue. 

Addressing the Wednesday 
Forum, a social workers’ group, at 
the Clayton Methodist Church, 
‘Ormsby urged public appeals to 
the Legislature to appropriate the 
entire $8,475,000 requested for gen- 
eral relief by the Social Security 
Cémmission. The commission is 
now allowing relief clients only 55 
per cent of what is considered the 
minimum required for living ex- 
penses. 

He listed the private family 
agencies contributing to relief in 
the St, Louis area as the Family 
Service Society, St. Louis Provi- 
dent Association, St. Vincent de 
Paul Society, Jewish Family Ser- 
vice Agency, Salvation Army, St. 
Bureau for Men and the 
American Red Cross through its 
St. Louis and Webster Groves 
chapters.

ROBESON CALLS RUSSIA 
SYMBOL OF PROGRESS 


‘Get Tough With Soviet’ De- 
scribed as Cry of Privileged 
Classes and Nations. 


(Picture in Everyday Magazine). 


The “get tough with Russia” 
policy is merely an effort to make 
the world safe for the privileged 
classes and nations, Paul Robeson, 
the Negro singer and actor, as- 
serted last night in a lecture at 
Temple Israel. 

“Is our State Department con- 
cerned with protecting the rights 
of Iran and the welfare of the 
Iranian people,” he asked, “or 
is it concerned with protecting 
Anglo-American oi] in that coun- 
try and the Middle East in gen- 
eral? Why do we concern our- 
selves over the presence of Rus- 
sian troops in a country directly 
on the borders of Russia, while 
we are silent on the continued 


presence of British and American 
troops in countries far removed 
from the United States or Great 
Britain?” 

Speaking in a strong, clear voice 
and employing frequent gestures 
to drive home his points, Robeson 
said Russia has become the hope 
of progressive elements in Europe 
because it stands for the abolition 
of landlordism, exploitation of 
labor and discrimination based on 
race, nation and sex. As long as 
Russia symbolizes what millions 
throughout the world need and 
demand, “so long will the im- 
perialists and exploiters of man- 
kind be afraid of the Soviet Union 
and continue to rail against it,” 
he declared. 

The conflict between progres- 
sive and reactionary interests also 
is being intensified on the home 
front, Robeson continued. “The 
evil combination of the Taft 
school of Republicans and the 
Rankin school of Democrats has 
succeeded in crippling one meas- 
ure after another of that program 
for the general social welfare 
which was drafted by President 
Roosevelt,” he said. 

“The sabotage of the OPA, 
opening the doors to national in- 
flation and another 1929 depres- 
sion, is only the latest of such 
victories for the reactionaries in 
Congress. The filibustering de- 
feat of the Fair Employment 
Practices Commission and the re- 
fusal to take action against the 
poll tax are just two of the many 
crimes of our Congress which 
have particularly embittered my 
own people.” ; 

Robeson addressed an assembly 
of the student body of Washington 
University in Brown Auditorium 
this morning. He described his 
experiences during his recent 
European tour, but devoted most 
of his talk to the need for racial 
tolerance and mutual understand- 
ing. College and university stu- 
dents are in a position to bring 
pressure to bear to achieve this 
tolerance, he said.

Attacks ‘Self-Seeking Organ- 
ized Groups’ in Talk Before 
Women Voters. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo. May 32 
(AP)—Marriner S. Eccles, chair- 
man of the Federal Reserve Bank 
Board, addressed the national con- 
vention of the League of Women 
Voters last night. He defended 
OPA price control as “the last line 
of defense in holding back infla- 
tion” and attacked “self-seeking 
organized groups who placed their 


own selfish interests ahead the 
welfare of their country. 

He said he included business, 
agriculture and labor interests in 
his charge and added that strikes 
“threaten the economic foundation 
of the nation...” 

Eccles said the rest of the world 
was looking to the United States 
for leadership while here at home 
“we are barely able to Manage 
our domestic affairs.” 

At a session earlier yesterday 
500 delegates to the league conven- 
tion asked an immediate return 
to food rationing as a step toward 
erasing hunger from the world. 

A resolution, offered by Mrs, 
George Gellhorn of St. Louis, was 
adopted without a dissenting vote 
after a brief discussion from the 
convention floor. 

“The convention of the League 
of Women Voters,” the resolution 
said, “urges the President of the 
United States and the Secretary 
of Agriculture to take évery possi- 
ble step to fulfill the commitments 
the United States has made for 
sending food to other countries 
in the next two months. 

“The convention further urges 
the Government to begin now to 
plan for prudent management of 
the 1946 crop so that there will 
not be a recurrence of famine in 
the spring of 1947. 

“In order to share our food 
with the rest of the world and at 
the same time assure equitable 
distribution of the domestic sup- 
ply, the league urges the re- 
institution of food rationing.” 

Earlier delegates approved a 
change in the name of the organ- 
ization from the national league 
of women voters to the League of 
Women Voters of ‘the United 
States. *

The Record Makers

NTY of the top-drawer musicianship characteristic of 
Pecans Goodman small groups is packed into “Sextet Ses- 
sion,” a new Columbia album. Out last fall, before Red 
Norvo and Slam Stewart departed, the sides also mirror Good- 
man’s clarinet, Morey Feld’s drums, piano by Teddy Wilson 
and Mel Powell, Mike Bryan’s guitar. Tunes are “Tiger Rag,” 
“She's Funny That Way,” mostly a vocal by Jane Harvey, 
“Just One of Those Things” and “Rachel's Dream” (all with 
Wilson), “Ain't Misbehavin’,” “I Got Rhythm,” “China Boy” and 
“Shine” (with Powell). Though none quite measure up to this 
same sextet’s “After You've Gone” and the 1941 group’s “Good 


Enough to Keep” (“Air Mail Special”), “Ain’t Misbehavin’” is ' 


a great side, closely followed by “Rachel’s Dream” and “Shine.” 
Among the highlights: Benny’s low register work, Slam’s bass 
bowing and growling on “Tiger Rag”; Powell’s fine piano on 
“Shine”; unison work on “Rachel’s Dream,” an original dedi- 
cated to Benny’s daughter. Presence of “I Got Rhythm” shows 
poor judgment—the same sextet’s 12-inch version was issued 
last year. 
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“CYNTHIA’S IN LOVE,” a new tune, introduces Skitch 
Henderson's band (Capitol), is also done by the Miller-Beneke 
band for Victor. Work of Henderson’s group overshadows Jene 
Byron’s vocal, Beneke’s over-rated tenor and the band’s 
singers monopolize the Victor side, More interesting is Hender- 
son’s “Swan Lake,” a dance tempo adaptation of Tchaikovsky’s 
ballet music, with interesting Henderson piano and plenty of 
Thornhollian effects, Other side of the Miller disc is “Strange 
Love,” from the movie “The Strange Love of Martha Ivers” 
and written by Miklos Rozsa, who did “The Lost Weekend” 
and “Spellbound” scores. Artie Malvin sings it, Tagged for 
bigger things is the Miller band’s “Hey! Ba-Ba-Re-Bop,” more 
refined, less interesting musically than Lionel Hampton’s 
(Decca), Beneke sings it through his nose; there’s a good 
trumpet solo. Flip is Yale’s famous “Whippenpoof Song,” in 
quick tempo, sung by Malvin and the Crew Chiefs.

RUIT salad blended with a fair 
F amount of cream cheese is 

pleasing for warm spring day 
luncheons. When chilled, the 
cheese in the mixture causes it to 
be firm enough to cut into neat 
wedges or other shapes looking 
much like a frozen fruit salad but 
not nearly so solid and not nearly 
so cold. It takes little time to pre- 
pare it and a variety of fruits can 
be used. In fact, it is an ideal 
salad to make when there are 


‘some left-over tag ends of two or 


three fruits in the refrigerator 
provided they are the kind with 
flavors that combine well with 
cheese and mayonnaise, or salad 
dressing. 

Since the cheese mixture as well 
as several canned fruits such as 
pineapple, peaches, and apricots, is 
creamy in Color, it increases the 
beauty to add some high colored 
fruits such as maraschino cher- 
ries, strawberries or raspberries. 
A square or rectangular glass dish 
such as that used for baking or a 
refrigerator dish is much better 
adapted for molding than a metal 
container. And because cheese and 
mayonnaise quickly absorb flavors, 
the salad retains fresher flavor if 
it is covered while standing in the 
refrigerator. A dish with a special 
cover is perfect, but two thick- 
nesses of wax paper drawn tightly 
over the top of the dish and held 
in position with a rubber band is 
very satisfactory.

One-half cup whipping cream, 


‘ ofie package cream cheese, (3-0z., 


one-half cup mayonnaise, one-half 
teaspoon salt, one-fourth cup fine- 
ly chopped celery, ®ne-fourth cup 
grated carrots, two tablespoons 
chopped green pepper, one cup 
drained crushed pineapple. 

Pour whipping cream into a 
mixing bow] and‘chill, Cream the 
cheese in a bowl until soft and 
‘add mayonnaise, stirring until ‘well 
blended. Whip the cream with a 


rotary beater and beat it into the 


cheese-mayonnaise mixture, Con- 
tinue beating until mixture is stiff 
and shiny (about 1 to 2 minutes). 
Stir in salt. Have vegetables and 
pineapple, fold them into the 
whipped mixture until evenly dis- 
tributed. Chill in a square dish or 
pan 5%x5%x1% inches for 2 to 3 
hours and serve on prepared salad 
greens. Six servings, 
Menus for Friday.

Casserole Corned Beef 


Men like casserole dishes. It is 
practically the only way that they 
can be persuaded to eat leftovers 
without grumbling. MHere’s one 
that an amateur chef gathered to- 
gether from odd bits found in the 
icebox one Sunday evening when 
his wife had departed on a visit 
to her mother, leaving him to for- 
age for himself. 

He took a cupful of leftover 
corned beef and mixed it with 
two cups of cold, cooked potatoes, 
cut in dice. Then he found some 


salted peanuts and tossed in one-, 


half cup for good measure, along 
with some sliced stuffed olives. 
A cup of canned peas went in 
next and then a cup of chopped 
celery and a few canned mush- 
rooms. He seasoned the mixture, 
which looked pretty forbidding, 
with salt and pepper. 

He then melted a little fat in 
the casserole, poured in the me- 
lange and put the lid on. He let 
the casserole come to the steaming 
point, then lowered the heat and 
let it cook at a simmer for about 
45 minutes. Then he served it 
with a green salad. 


Herring Roe Cakes 


Eight ounce can herring roe, one 
egg, salt, cracker meal, bacon 
drippings or leaf lard. 

Drain liquid from roe. Put roe 
into a large bow] and mash lightly 
with a wooden spoon until it is 
of an even texture. Salt lightly. 
Add the egg and beat until well 
mixed. Add enough cracker meal 
to absorb the liquid, and form in- 
to patties, two inches in circum- 
ference and three-quarters of an 
inch thick. Fry in a .moderately 
hot pan with the bacon drippings 
or leaf lard. Brown on one side, 
then turn only once.

ESTERDAY morning, I began

ting around New York City on the 
subways is solving itself for me. 
I discovered yesterday morning 
that I could start from Fiftieth 
street on the Eighth Avenue up- 
town subway, get off at Kings- 
bridge road, and find myself 
within a short walk of Hunter 
College. Even though the subways 
are the quickest way of getting 
around town, going a long dis- 
tance takes time, and I have 
finally had to realize that the trip 
from Washington Square to. Hunt- 
er College takes from 50 to 55 
minutes. Today I am making the 
experiment of driving my car up 
to the college to see if I make 
better time.

WHEN WE MET again at 3 
o’clock, we began to consider the 
definite recommendations we 
should make for setting up the 
permanent Human Rights Com- 
mission. There seemed to be fairly 
general agreement that approxi- 
mately 18 members would he a 
large enough number for service 
on the permanent commission, but 
the only point on whicu there was 
no dissent was that those named 
should be eligible for reappoint- 
ment. There is, as yet, no general 
agreement on whether to recom- 
mend that the members of the 
commission represent govern- 
ments or be chosen as individuals, 
nor are we agreed as to the length 
of service. 

The discussion yesterday was 
purely informal, to ascertain the 
first thoughts of the commission 
members on these questions. Their 
points of view may change with 
further discussion.

DO YOU HAVE? 


UCH expressions as, “Do you 

have any money? Do you have 

a new car?” are to be vigor- 
ously condemned, says my out- 
rageous old assistant, Dr. Etaoin 
Shrdlu. Use of “do” as an auxil- 
lary verb with “have,” he thund- 
ers, is “illiterate, debased, and a 
linguistic depravity typical of this 
unregenerate age,” etc. 

It is true that the “do you have” 
construction is frowned upon by 
the grammarians of the inner 
sanctum. “Have,” they say, “ex- 
presses simple possession. It needs 
no auxiliary verb. One should say, 
‘have you any money?’” 

Still, “do you have” has become 
an idiom so firmly entrenched in 
American usage that the Shrdlus 
had better recognize it, and turn 
their grammar-ridden minds to 
more important matters, 

“Have” does express possession; 
but so does “possess,” and so does 
“own.” Who would dream of say- 
ing, “possess you any real estate? 
Own you a home?” 

No one, to my knowledge, has 
ever come forward with a sound 
reason, in either grammar or 
logic, why we may not say “do 
you have.” As a matter of fact, 
even Dr. S. himself often uses the 
construction in such instances as, 
“Do you have to go so soon? Did 
you have a good time? I do not 
have to do it. I did not have any 
time to waste.” 

Of course, “do you have” is a 
little redundant, but that is of 
small moment, for English idioms 
often ignore both grammar and 
logic, and, in most cases, they can- 
not be translated literally into 
other languages. 

“Do you have Blank’s coffee?” 
is as natural and as correct gram- 
matically as “Do you carry 
Blank’s coffee? Do you handle 
Blank’s coffee?” 

Merriam Webster’s (page 762) 
disapproves of “do” with “dare” 


and “need,” but I cannot think 
why. Not even a dictionary maker 
would use such stilted speech as: 
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a Professional Tip 
a ertists know thet 10 
pertect plays is the limit of 
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“Dared you to do it? 
No, I need not a doc

West opened the ace and king 
of hearts, then shifted to thé king 
spades. When the queen 
dropped from declarer he contin- 
ued with the spade ace, Declarer 
ruffed with the queen and led a 
low trump to dummy’s jack, 
ruffed another spade, led to the 
trump nine and ruffed the fourth 
spade. A low ¢lub now was led 
to dummy’s ace and a club re 
turned. ast, on lead with the 
king, had nothing but a heart to 
return. This, of course, allowed 
declarer to discard a club from 


one hand while ruffing in the . 


other, thus saving a club loser. 


A very simple play by East 
would have increased the penalty 
by 200 points. All he had to do 
was play the club king on the 
ace. As a matter of fact, this 
play would have risked very little. 
The contract already was safely 
defeated. If declarer had the 
queen and jack of clubs the un- 
block of the king would, it is 


true, cost a trick, but surely this | 


was a remote possibility. The 
course of play had revealed the 
distribution of all hands and West 
had been shown io have started 
with five clubs. If thesa included 
the queen and ten the unblocking 
play would gain a trick. Even if 
declarer had the queen and West 
the jack, nothing would be lost by 
the unblock—the defenders still 
would win the only club trick
